REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach or suggest (in the context of all pertinent claims): 

a) an activating assembly for a mine comprising a housing having an ampoule 
containing an aggressive substance, such that the ampoule releases the aggressive 
substance so that the aggressive substance at least partially contacts the surface of the 
initializing part and the surface corrodes after a predetermined period of time and 
results in the explosive substance mixing with the aggressive substance and 
neutralizing the explosive material.
